. .at this point, was advised of the procedure 
of the Department of Justice in furnishing to registrants a "fair 
resume" of information developed "during the investigation and that 
it was the right of the Conscientious Objector to be advised of 
^any adverse information concerning him in order that he might 
produce witnesses or othp-p *n<?»n3 of refuting such information at 
his hearing before the Hearing Officer. * 



continued that in his opinion the fact that 
ail FBI report is in existence on a Conscientious Objector casts 
somewhat of a stigma "in the mind of the public concerning the 
Conscientious Objector. He stated that he believed Selective 
Service themselves should conduct Conscientious Objector in- 
V3itijatiorio -.;ii,hcut involving uie iJeparunent of Justice, which 
is primarily concerned with handling criminal and security in- 
vestigations of the United States. He stated that while he has 
never seen an FBI report he has read many of the "fair resumes" 
which are based upon FBI reports and has personally attended 
many appearances with registrants "before the Hearing Officers. 
He stated he knows of no instance wherein the FBI has misquoted 
any oral remarks or any other information obtained during the 
investigation, and has no information concerning #ny improperly 
conducted investigations. He stated that in his opinion some 
investigations developed unfavorable information which is 
irrelevant to a .claim of Conscientious Objection and stated as 
an example a case in which a former girl friend of a Conscientious 
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Objector furnished unfavorable information vhich was used by 
the Hearing Officer in determining the registrant's claim. 
He Stated that he felt this information was irrelevant to the 
issue. He further refused to furnish the njjne or any specific

In Austria, A.FSC loans have helped refugee 
tradesmen, farmers end professional men re-establish 
themselves.

schools exchanged essays, 
classmates, teachers, and ideas with children in 
128 partner schools in France, Germany, England, 
Italy, Japsn, Jordan and The Netherlands .

"Social and Technical / ssistance: 'Ambassadors in shirt 

sleeves' assisted pre- 
industrial peoples in India, Israel, and Jordan raise 
bigger crops, battle disease end overcome illiteracy, 
(Similar problems are being tackled by W11J in Italy, 
to which AF\SC has given funds, and by young Quaker 
volunteers in Mexico and II .Salvador.) 

"United Nations; An office and ? year-round residence 

in Nch York orovided a meeting place 
for U.K, delegates pnd a baso for the team we resemble 

for each General /-sscmbly session, Q.uaV.er vrorkiwr 
parlies studied mediation, Charter revision and 
relaticns with Russia.

/.FSC has made loans to 106 farmers, 36 tradesmen and 
professional men; Dart-time jobs hfve been found for 
Bl refugee students. /: work camp in the avalanche 
area attracted 38 participants. A representative of 
American ^nd British Quakers has embarked on a five- 
year nrcject of helping to esse Last-West tensions. 

"Denmark: The AFSC cooperates with Danish and British 
Friends in maintaining a Friends' center. 

"El Salvador: A year-round unit of 10 young people 

is cooperating with the government and 
the U.K. to helo integrate 12 families of landless 
far fa workers into a community. 

"Prance: Our staff brought diplomats of 17 notions 
together at eight meetings and leading 
Americans "nd Frenchmen at four, held monthly sessions 
for 30 students of 16 nations find eigVit week-end 
conferences. V.'e counseled 2,S70 refugees. 
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"Germany; We direct a neighborhood house in Eerlin 
and contribute funds and limited staff to 
others- V/e give funds to several German organizations 
which are helping refugees, many recently fled from 
the East, to find new homes and jobs. 

"Holland: The /PSC cooperates with Dutch and British 
Quakers in a Friends' international center. 
The AFSC has continued to contribute a long-term flood 



relief project 



"India: Our 'shirt-sleeve ambassadors ' are helping 

residents of some 1|0 villages battle poverty 
and disease. Twenty-nine 'county agents' and health 

. workers are teaching villagers in two provinces better 
health, improved farming, reading and writing. The 
two five- to ten-yeer programs are supoorted by U.S. 
government funds. In 1S^1| /PSC operated a seminar 
for 32 foreign students in India, There is a Quaker 
center at Delhi. 

"Israel: . In the city of Acre, neighborhood house 
brings together Moslem and Christian /rabs 
and Jews , with a program of nursery schools, crsft 
groups, sewing and carpentry classes, and social 
events. Tn the village of Tur'an, vie Pre trying to 
introduce improved farming methods which will enable 
/rabs to keep up with their Jewish neighbors, and to 
encourage self-help and mutual -help. 

"Italy; We Pre providing funds, clothing and food 
to a grass roots organization in Southern 
Italy which operates self-help centers in i.j.8 villages 
where peasants learn reading and writing, better health 
and improved farming and, in the process, also learn 
to organize for mutual assistance. "We give limited 
aid to other educations! end social agencies. 

"Japan: The /FSC withdrew its staff fro-n three 

neighborhood centers in 19^1 -> but continues 
to orovide funds for them. Two Friends, man and 
wife, cormletcd their second year £s Quaker represent- 
atives in Japan. vie slso held r work c?iro at Hong Kon~. 
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and several week-end work casips in Japan. Through 
such activities wo try to give a fe,w Japanese 
experience in grass roots democracy and bring a few 
together with former enemies in the Far East. Japan, 
in turn, gives us a window into Asia. 

"Jordan: We are attempting to improve farming and 
health in five Arab villages. 

"Korea: Our staff of 11 opened a TB wing in a provincial 

' hospital and began training Korean nurses and 

laboratory technicians; four* other workers sought 
jobs for widows and handled administration . Our 1? 
milk kitchens, which feed i|,?00 a day, were handed over 
to local authorities, with IP'-IICEF -orovidinrj the milk. 
Korer got %0% of our overseas shipments of clothing. 

"Mexico: In 1?5^> 227 young people worked in 11 villages 
assisting health officials, conducting recrea- 
tion for children, r nd l| units worked on a year-round 
basis with the Otomi Indians in the State Of Hidalgo, 
In Veracruz, with the Seri Indians in Sonora, and in 
the State of Tlaxcala.

"Pakistan: A local social worker and an English Quaker 
operate a neighborhood house and student 
program in Dacca with classes in literacy snd sewing, 
and a library used by POO daily. They gave clothing 
to flood victims in 1951.J. ^^ helped innoculate 5,600 
persons against cholera. 

"Switzerland; p ^usker representative works closely 

with U.H. agencies responsible for 
health, food, human rights, and refugees; 32 attended 
an.AFSC seminar for young diplomats.

A pamphlet entitled "A Special Report to the 3 9/(8 
Philadelphia General fleeting of the IRcligious Society of 
Friends by the American Friend:-; Service Ccn ni ttee" is quoted 
in part as follows: 
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"....The Committee's efforts for the past year 
have been directed toward questioning, evaluating, 
and inquiring; into our oresent program and orobing 
neu areas erf interest and future work. 

"The study suggests that as a result of relief 
and reconstruction measures carried on in different 
parts of the world over the past 31 years, the 
Committee, might, in addition to its interest in 
these matters, interest itself more definitely in 
improving the political, economic, and social 
relations a;nong peoples as c part of its peace- 
making, . . .

"Although we are unable to go into detail here 
about how we arrived at these decisions, we might 
mention two events which have influenced our decision 
to augment our work in the international field. One 
was the passage of the first peacetime draft law in 
the history of the United States, and the other the 
increasing tension between Russia and the United 
States , .which is accompanied by bitterness and near- 
hysteria in this country. 

"Therefore, we feel impelled to do all in our 
power to encourage a course of political action which 
respects the sacredness of individuals. We must 
resist militarization and war wherever it is. We 
will- aid the sufferers on either side, but we are 
constrained to try and make peace with the opposing • 
forces . 

■ "VJe are working in both Communist and Nationalist 
territory in China, as well as in the disputed areas. 
Both governments cooperate with us and allow our workers 
to go freely through their lines. Can we use our good 
relations with both governments in en attempt to bring 
them together to settle their differences over a 
conference table instead of en a battleground? '.Je 
must try. . . . 

"Concerning Russian-/ >nerican relations, we 
recently sent agift of :„:2|?,000 worth of streptomycin 
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to the Russian people. The drug, paid for by 
special f unds , is to be distributed by the Russian 
Red Cross and the Red Crescent. We hope that this 
gift has helped in a small way to increase under- 
standing between our countries. A large majority 
of the news stories and editorials in the American 
press concerning the gift was definitely favorable, 
Discussions are being carried on in an atteroot to 
discover other ways in which Russian and American 
peoole might cooperate with each other through the 
AFSC. , 

"The Committee's work with the United Nations 
is being intensified since 'the appoint nent of ELMORE 
JACKSON, formerly Assistant Executive Secretary, es 
the APSC's liaison with the Hi 1 ]. He is current ly 
attending the meetings of the UK in Paris and, won 
his return to the United States, will live in Quaker 
House, New York, the apartment which h^s been made 
available to the Committee, to facilitate its contacts 
with the UN. ELffOItt, J/CKSON is also serving as the 
consultant to the UK Economic and Social Council for 
the Friends World. Committee for Consultation....

In Addition, the "Memoranda 11 indicates 
the AFSC, in conjunction with other welfare agencies, was 
carrying on welfare operations in the Communist -controlled 
portions o? China and in the Russian Zone of Germany.

"The success of the Chinese Communists 'cannot 
be attributed to the Russians,' the executive board 
of the /merican Friends Service Committee declared 
in an open letter to President TRU'IAN, announced 
yesterday, commending his 'hands off policy in 
Formosa . 

"Basing its views on the reports of its own 
workers in China, the Quaker grout), in a letter 
signed by CL,' PENCE E, PICKETT, retiring executive 
secretary, asserted that 'further intervention will 
result in the hardening of Chinese resentment against 
America and the strengthening of Sino-Pussian ties.' 

"/ 1 present, while the Co-«r,uni sts of China racy 
have 'close ideological tier with Moscow,' the Friends 
told the President, Quaker relief workers renort from 
both Communist and Nationalist territory that the 
Communist regime is not a Russian 'punnet.' 

"The Communist Party is now in power and has 
'e^vcry large measure of popular support' because 
it has assumed leadership of the Chinese Revolution 
which the Kuomintang lost, the Quale rs declared, md

.In September 19^9/i..'. ,... ** °hta ined a cony of a Report 
by a t/ or king Party to the Executive Board of the /FSC dated 
July 19lj9. It is entitled ''/merican-Ru'.-sian Relations, So-r.-o 
Constructive Considerations." The forevjord of this report 
indicates th~t in February 19^9, the /FSC established a Working 
Party of nror.iinont Quakers to undertake s study in the Cj eld 
of American-Soviet relatione. The foreword further mentions 
that although the. reoort draws on C;ur>l;er experience in many 

parts of the world, the pro up ^as assisted by a number of 

spec ialis ts, on one asntict or another of the nroblcm, who joined 
the regular members fi-om time to tjmo in their weekly sessions 
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the standard of living of their peoples, Tt 
CG'i also strengthen authoritarian governments 
where they now exist. 

8. The evidence does not justify the conclusion 
that either the United States or the Soviet 
Union intends, "at the present time or in the 
foreseeable future, to promote its foreign 
policy by military aggression. 

The report then sets forth specific recommendations 
The first group deals with tTie United States economic 
foreign policy in relation to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern I-urope, and are as follovjs: 

1. The cttenpt to correlate the export policies of 
"Marshall Plan" countries with the present United 
States export control policy should be dropped in 
the interest of increasing EDst-West trade in 
Europe .

If 
Russia agre-od to the plan, according to the leaflet, 
disarmament vjould become a reality, the world, campaign 
against want could begin, end the vjorld could look 
forward to the possibility of lasting peace. If 
Russia refused to go along with the plan, the claims s, 
of Communism to stand for peace, bread, end freedom 
would be undermined and its spoeal as a world ideology 
would be weakened. The leaflet states that "Whatever 
Russia would do, we can star*t the world toward dis- 
armament if we will!" 

The leaflet goes on to state that in addition 
to world disarmament, a complete policy for peace 
would h: ve three principal points: 

1. The elimination of imperialism and colonialism, 
and the use of the world's resources to advance 
human well-being throughout the world, 

2. The creation and strengthening of ageneies of 
peaceful change, especially through the UN. 

3. Promotion o r world brotherhood as the basis of 
a just and enduring peaceful society. 

In addition, the above leaflet advises the reader 
that the Government will change direction when public-' 
opinion demands that it change, and urges the reader 
to create that public opinion by every means at his 
disposal, including the distr ibution of this and the 
following "7P£iC Peace Leaflets;"
